Hotel Workers 
Plan to Strike on 
Wage Question 


Members of Edmonton's Hotel 
and Restaurant Employees Union 
No. 269 will cease work on Satur- 
day morning at 8 am. if the 
provisions of the wage schedule 
award made on April 30 last by 


the Regional War Labor Board is 
not complied with by city hotel 
operators, it was announced Fri- 
day by Alex Young, organizer and 
business agent of the union. Sev- 
enteen city hotels will be affected 
if strike action is taken. 

A strike vote of members has 
been taken, and all hotel operators 
affected by the Regional War Labor 
Board's award have been notified by 
the union’s executive of the con- 
templated strike action. 

Negotiations between union offi- 
cials and a committe of the hotel 
operators started last January, and 
have been carried on for several 
months. The Operators agreed to 
accept the union as the bargaining 
agency for the hotel employees, but 
they failed to reach an agreement 
on wages and working conditions. 


SCHEDULE ADOPTED 

Following this deadlock the 
hotel employees applied for a con- 
ciliation commissioner to adjudi- 
cate on the dispute, and recently 
the regiona] war labor board hand 
ed down a wage schedule govern- 
ing all classes of hotel employees. 
The schedule was unanimously 
adopted by the union's member- 
ship, but the hotel operators asked 
for clarification of certain of the 
work categories and the wage 
schedules proposed for them. 

The regional war labor board, it} 
is understood, early this week gave 
clarification of its award to the} 
hotel operators.

wounded and 120,000 captured. The 
period of time covered was not 
stated and there was no confirma 
tion of these figures in Allied quar- 
ters. 

The broadcast, recorded by the 
Associated Press, said that among 
the prisoners were 18 generals, and 
that seven other generals had been 
killed. 

Deputy Prime Minister Cle- 
ment Attlee announced in the 
London House of Commons Tues- 
day that Axis casualties in Africa 
and the middie east were nearly 
triple the losses suffered by 
Britain since Italy entered the 
war on June 10, 1940.

Dr. Robert Newton, president of | 
the university, received from Mr 
Wates the eye-piece for the tele- 
scope. In accepting the telescope

Hits Japs on 300-Mile Front 


By PRESTON GROVER 

A BRITISH BASE ON 
THE INDO-BURMA FRON 
TIER, May 18. (Delayed) 
(AP)—A super-raid by Brit- 
ish and Empire troops that 
for three months swept 
through Burma on a 300-mile 
front, wrecking railroads and 
bridges and generally haraa- 
sing Japanese occupation 
forces, drew near its close to- 
day as the raiders, many of 
them disease - ridden, strug:

There have been eight traffic fatalities 
in Edmonton since the first of the year. 
That is a terrible record. It must surely 
shock every person into a realization that 
the streets are places of danger, and that 
safety can only be restored by a most rigid 
observance of the traffic regulations. This 
in fact may not of itself accomplish the 
purpose, for there arise situations which 
the regulations may not cover or in which 
there is not time to search the memory 
for the rule that would apply. The exer- 
cise of common sense, as well as loyal re- 
spect for the law, is called for. 

This is not to suggest that carelessness 
has been the prime cause of the saddening 
list of fatalities. It is enough to say that 
in the conditions which prevail in Edmon- 
ton nothing less than the utmost caution 
on the part of all who use the streets can 
make these even relatively safe. The city 
is over-crowded. Street traffic is beyond 
all precedent. License figures show almost 
as many cars are in operation as last year, 
despite gasoline and tire shortages. 
Bicycles have multiplied in the last couple 
of years. The sidewalks and crossings are 
packed with pedestrians as they have 
never been before. Caution alone in these 
circumstances can prevent the fatality 
record growing even ea than it is. 


They’ll Get More Tools 


Sir Arthur Tedder, air chief in the 
Mediterranean, saya that sea is now de- 
finitely open to Allied shipping from end to 
end. Which means that the short-cut to 
the Far East by way of the Suez Canal and 
the Red Sea is again in operation; as well 
as that traffic to Egypt can now go by the 
direct route, One-third the sailing distance 
is thus cut from voyages to India from this 
continent and from Britain. The distance 
to Egypt is cut in half. 

To and from both these theatres Allied 
warships and supply ships have had to loop 
around the continent of Africa, at heavy 
cost in time and fuel. The same number of 
carriers operating over the shorter route 
will be able to deliver twice or three times 
the former amount of war materials and 
other necessities to the Levant, Persian 
ports and Indian bases from which sup- 
plies are forwarded to China. 

From the transportation standpoint 
the victory in Tunisia and the establish- 
ment of air control over Mussolini's closed 
“lake” is worth as much as the tonnage 
output of all the shipyards in Canada and 
the United States over a six-week period. 
A further advantage is that this enormous 
new carrying capacity is released for use 
at once. 

As transportation, rather than pro- 
duction, is now the main problem in put- 
ting tools in the hands of Allied fighting 
men in Russia and the Far Eastern thea- 
tres, the effeet of the victory must be to 
add quickly and tremendously to Allied 
striking power in both zones.

An Area Paralyzed 


Had either of the great dams in the 
Ruhr country been wrecked by storm or 
earth tremor in peacetime, the world would 
have been shocked at the major disaster 
that had befallen the industrial heart of 
Germany. The destruction of both dams 
by Allied airmen is a double disaster and 
of double magnitude. The extent of the 
damage cannot be known in detail, but 
enough is known to rank this as quite the 
heaviest blow yet landed on the enemy's 
war production machinery. 

Hydro-electric plants all through the 
area are standing idle. Industrial centres 
have been flooded. Four hundred pump- 
ing Stations are calculated to have been 
deprived of water. Railway and highway 
bridges have gone down on the flood. An 
extensive canal system has been left dry. 
Cities and towns are without water supply. 
Machines in scores or hundreds of war in- 
dustries, large and small, are without 
motive power. The destruction of public 
and private property must run to a huge 
sum. The civilian loss of life may have 
been heavy; that is almost inevitable when 
war targets are bombed which stand in a 
thickly populated region. 

It will take months to rebuild these 
dams, and until they are rebuilt the war 
factories cannot be put back into produc- 
tion in any general way. Meanwhile the ef- 
fects must be felt from the Russian front 
to the Mediterranean theatre, either in the 
immediate supply of munitions to the 
enemy forces or in the reduction of re- 
serves which will have to be drawn upon. 
It was a great night's work; perhaps the 
greatest the airmen have done on any 
front.

| Spare Time 
The production picture shows 
several features working against 
full output. Coal mining in Can- 
ada, especially in Alberta, has 
hardly ever experienced sufficient 
demand to warrant top-capacity op- 
erations. It has been spare time 
;eniployment for some miners who 
farm during the summer. It has 
never been geared up to full pro- 
duction. It has been dependent on 
subventions for winter markets, in 
competition with British and Amer- 
ican coal. The loss of manpower in 
1943, month for month, compared to 
1942, is between 2,000 and 3,000 min- 
ers. Production in January, 1943, 
was 376,927 tons less than in Janu- 
ary a year earlier. The production 
loss due to fewer miners is, there- 
fore, at least 350,000 tons each 
month in 1943. In addition, the coal 
| miners strike in the Drumheller 
field in April meant a loss of be- 
tween 80,000 and 100,000 tons. 
| But on the import side, the ex- 
ceptionally late spring season held 
up the opening of navigation on 
the Great Lakes, where much coal!

Decline 

Canadian coal production has be- 
gun to decline. The estimate for 
| 1943 given here is actually higher 
| than an estimate given by the gov- 
ernment last December, when the 
emergency coal production board 
was established. The minister of 
finance said: “Up to mid-summer of 
1942 production continued to in- 
crease, but in recent months the 
rate of production has begun to slip, 
and unless remedial measures are 
effected, production in 1943 will 
fall to 16,000,000 tons and perhaps 
}even less.” 

One of the first measures adopt- 
ed was to grant leave of three 
months to miners in the army and 
air force. But results so far have 
been unsatisfactoory. In parliament 
on May 17, Mr. Ralston said that 1,- 
200 miners had gone back to coal 
mines from the army. Mr. Gillis, 
M.P. for Cape Breton, said: “Some- 
thing went wrong with the machin- 
ery.” He said he had letters from 
50 miners who had asked to return 
to the mines, and no action had 
been taken on their cases. In any 
case, the drain of manpower from 
the coal mines has been going on 
| steadily, leading to drastic action 
now being taken by the labor de- 
partment. 

The emergency coa! production 
board has been examining mining 
Operations to determine whether 
more efficient output may be se- 
cured. With assistance, to cover 
|plant expansion and depression 
| some mines in the Bienfait field of 
| Saskatchewan could exhaust their 
coal reserves much more quickly 
than they have been doing. In 
| these and other cases, assistance in 
mechanizing operations will yield 
| more coal, if manpower is available. 
Alternate fuel sources do not offer 
|much relief in the crisis. A pro- 
| grarn of wood fuel production is 
being developed. Fuel oi! pros- 
pects have not improved. And while 
some peat expansion is proceeding 
in Quebec, pet is largely an emer- 
gency operation requiring much 
labor for the results obtained.

ANADIANS must dig and deliver coal that we may sail 
convoys. power vital war plants, keep our railroads 
rolling. preserve the nation’s health! 


The coal mining industry =miners and management alike— 
have done wonders to provide coal, but they need help. 
More workers must be provided, or we falter—possibly 
fail—in this grim hour. Nature has been generous but we 
must help ourselves. Our mines are rich, but under- 


manned. 


By Proclamation, His Excellency the Governor General in 
Couneil has declared that labour supply for coal mines 
ranks as a national emergency. Further, in order to 
provide manpower for coal, the Governor in Counell has 
issued an Order in Council aimed at swelling the flow of 


coal from mine to firepot. 


This Order is of vital interest to everyone in Canada. 
Every Canadian should read and study its provisions, to 
see whether it demands any action on his part: 


EVERY EMPLOYER, REGARDLESS OF HIS INDUS. 
TRY, must advise his employees of these Regulations, 
and he must assist in discovering whether any of his 
employees have had previous experience as coal mine 
workers. 


EVERY EMPLOYEE, REGARDLESS OF HIS INDUS. 
TRY, who has had previous experience as a coal mine 
worker, must report that fact to his employer not 
later than Tuesday, May 25th, 1943. 


4 “COAL MINE WORKER” FOR THESE PURPOSES 
is anyone who, since January Ist, 1935, has worked 
under provincial certificate or license in or around a 
coal mine, or who, since the same date, has been 
employed for a total of at least 24 months in the 
production of coal (except at office work). 


EVERY EMPLOYER, NOT A COAL MINE OPER. 
ATOR, must report in writing to a Selective Service 
Officer not later than Tuesday, June Ist, 1943, full 
details on any of his employees who are ex-coal mine 
workers, 


- SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS ARE AUTHOR. 


{ZED to require ex-coal mine workers to report for 
interview and to accept work at a coal mine. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS MAY REQUIRE 
any man in any employment, if subject to Mobiliza- 
tion Regulations but rejected for Military Training, 


and certain others excused from Military Training, 
to accept employment at a coal mine. 


NO COAL MINE OPERATOR may terminate the 
services of any coal mine worker without written 
permission from a Selective Service Officer.

NO COAL MINE WORKER may leave employment 
at a coal mine without written permission from a 
Selective Service Officer. 


EVERY EX-COAL MINE WORKER, returning to the 
industry under these Regulations, will be paid wages 
at the established rate for the job at which he is 
placed; and the Government will pay wages of 40 
cents an hour, 8 hours a day and 48 hours a week, 
to any ex-coal mine worker required to leave his 
present employment under these provisions, but not 
placed immediately at coal mining. 


A BOARD ALLOWANCE of not more than 87.50 a 
week may be paid an ex-coal mine worker now returne 
ing to a coal mine, if required to live away from the 
residence of his dependents. 


PRESENT AND FUTURE COAL MINE WORKERS 
will be granted postponement from Military Training 
to February Ist, 1944, by virtue of their occupation; 
and no coal mine worker will be accepted for volun- 
tary enlistment in the Armed Forces of Canada, prior 
to February Ist, 1944, except under permit to enlist 
from a Selective Service Officer. 


NO EMPLOYER IN CANADA, EXCEPT A COAL 
MINE OPERATOR, may solicit for employment or 
hire any ex-coal mine worker, 


REGARDLESS OF ANY DOMINION OR PROVIN. 
CIAL LAW, male persons at least 16 years old may be 
employed as coal mine workers, and female persons 
at least 18 years old may be employed as surface coal 
mine workers. 


WAR EMERGENCY TRAINING CLASSES will be 
available for training men as coal mine workers. 


Such is the substance of the new regulations, Full details may be had at any Employ 
ment and Selective Service Office. If these provisions require action on your part, 
you are urged in the national interest to act immediately, Severe penalties are pro- 
vided for non-compliance, but the Government relies on the co-operation of the 
citizens of Canada to make prosecution unnecessary by prompt action as required. 
This is a grave emergency, Assist if you can. ,

Avitaminosis is a big word with 
a simple meaning—it means “a dis- 
ease caused by lack of vitamins” | 
and any deficiency in the system of 
even one of the vitamins, produces 
symptoms of disorder and the pa- | 
tient is then said to be suffering 
fom avitaminosis. For instance a! 
lack of vitamin A may produce 
night blindness, loss of weight and | 
certain skin conditions, and the de- 
fective formation of the enamel on 
he teeth. Vitamin A occurs in 
| abundance in the fish liver oils, al-| 
though halibut liver oil is about 100 
\times more potent than cod liver 
oil. While this vitamin does not | 
exist in plant life, most of the yel 
low and green vegetables contain | 
carotin, which is converted into} 
vitamin A in the system. When you 
| think of the yellow vegetables es- 
| pecially, such as carrots, squas', 
| pineapple, orange, remember that 
| these are rich in Vitamin A 

The next vitamin is B, and is 
known as the antineuritic vitamin | 
| and a severe deficiency of it causes | 
| the disease known as beri beri, A 
sufficient intake of this vitamin is 
necessary to keep the nerves heal- 
thy and it is often used for the 
| relief of neuritis of certain types 
and it is found abundantly in most 
of the vegetables. Vitamin G is 
| another important one, and while as 
yet little is known of the nature of 
this substance, recent research has | 
shown that a lack of it may be the 
cause of pellagara which is char-| 
| acterized by cruption of the skin, | 
canker sores, digestive disorder and 
a host of distressing nervous symp- 
toms. Some dramatic cures have | 
| been accomplished in cases of pe- | 
| lagara by the use of a diet consist-| 
ing of yeast, wheat germ, liver, eggs | 
and milk as the principal items. 

Next on the list is Vitamin C and 
}this one is the protector against 
scurvy. It also raises the resistance | 
of the body against infection, Vita-| 
min C is found in various vegetables 
and fruits, the citrus fruits such as 
oranges, lemons and limes having a 
high content, Vitamin D iseanother 
important compound which has the | 
ability to prevent and cure rickets | 
Lack of it in the diet may cause | 
bow-legs and other malformation 
of the bones and it is necessary for 
the formation of sound healthy | 
teeth. Vitamin D is known as the 
sunshine vitamin as it is formed | 
from the ultra-violet rays in the | 
sunshine, on the skin. | 

The latest vitamin to be publicized | 
is Vitamin K and this has to do_with 
the clotting of the blood |
